VATICAN CITY Pope Benedict stunned the Ro- 
man Catholic Church on Monday when he an- 
nounced he would stand down, the first pope 
to do so in centuries, saying he no longer had 
the mental and physical strength to go on. 

Church officials tried to relay a climate 
of calm confidence in the running of a 
2,000 -year-old institution, but the decision 
could lead to uncertainty in a Church already 
besieged by scandal for covering up sexual 
abuse of children by priests. 

The soft-spoken German, who always main- 
tained that he never wanted to be pope, was an 
uncompromising conservative on social and 
theological issues, fighting what he regarded 
as the increasing secularization of society It 
remains to be seen whether his successor will 
continue such battles or do more to bend with 
the times. 

Despite his firm opposition to tolerance 
of homosexual acts, his eight-year reign saw 
gay marriage accepted in many countries.

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eluding several fruitful interviews with parol- 
ees in the neighborhood— detectives were 
able to hone in on Ward and Williams, Mc- 
Carthy said. On Saturday night, the decision 
was made to stop the two if they were spotted. 
Police watched as they departed in a caravan of 
cars headed to the strip club in Harvey They 
were pulled over near 67th Street and South 
King Drive and taken in for questioning. 

McCarthy said Williams was shot July ii at 
39th Street and South Lake Park Avenue, and 
an arrest was made. But that gunman was let 
go after Williams refused to cooperate, Mc- 
Carthy said. 

McCarthy also noted that at the time of the 
slaying Ward was on probation for a weapons 
conviction. McCarthy said weak Illinois gun 


laws allowed Ward to avoid jail time because 
of the absence of “mandatory minimum” sen- 
tences. 

“This incident did not have to occur,” Mc- 
Carthy said. ‘And if mandatory minimums 
existed in the state of Illinois, Michael Ward 
would not have been on the street to commit 
this heinous act.” 

In announcing the charges, McCarthy 
praised the “meticulous” detective work that 
led to the arrests, but also expressed frustra- 
tion that, despite a $40,000 reward for in- 
formation in the shooting, no one who had 
knowledge of the crime came forward. 

“While we received a lot of tips in this par- 
ticular case and the community really stepped 
up and tried to help us. I’m sad to point out 


MEN ACCUSED IN NADIYA PENDLETON’S 
SLAYING BELIEVED THEY WERE 
ATTACKING A RIVAL GANG, POLICE SAY

Two reputed gang members were out for re- 
venge from a previous shooting when they 
opened fire on a group of students in a South 
Side park last month, killing 15-year-old Had- 
iya Pendleton in a heartbreaking case that has 
brought national attention to Chicago’s ram- 
pant gun violence, police said. 

Michael Ward, 18, and Kenneth Williams, 
20, each were charged with first-degree mur- 
der, attempted murder and aggravated bat- 
tery with a firearm in the Jan. 29 attack that 
also left two other teens wounded. 

Ward confessed to police that he and Wil- 
liams mistook a Pendleton companion for ri- 
vals who had shot and wounded Williams in 
July, police Superintendent Garry McCarthy 
said at a news conference Monday night at the 
Area Central police headquarters. 

Ward told police that he and Williams got 
out of their car, crept up on the group and 
opened fire in Harsh Park, according to Mc- 
Carthy Williams then drove them from the 
scene, he said. 

“The offenders had it all wrong. They 
thought the group they shot into included 
members of a rival gang. Instead, it was a group 
of upstanding, determined kids who, like Had- 
iya, were repulsed by the gang lifestyle,” said 
McCarthy flanked by two dozen detectives 
and gang investigators who worked the case. 

Detectives arrested the two Saturday night 
as they were on their way to a suburban strip 
club to celebrate a friend’s birthday, McCar- 
thy said. Pendleton had been buried only 
hours earlier in a funeral attended by first lady 
Michelle Obama. 

“I don’t even know what to say about that,” 
McCarthy said. “They were going out to cel- 
ebrate at a strip club.” 

Williams did not confess, and police have 


not recovered a murder weapon, McCarthy 
said. Both are due in bond court Tuesday 

Hadiya’s father, Nathaniel Pendleton, said 
Monday night that news of the charges marked 
the first time since his daughter’s slaying that 
he had a “legitimate” smile on his face. 

“I’m ecstatic that they found the two guys,” 
he told the Tribune during a brief telephone 
interview from Washington, DC., where he 
and wife Cleopatra Cowley-Pendleton will at- 
tend the State of the Union address Tuesday 
night as guests of President Obama. “{I’m} 
thanking God that these two guys are off the 
streets, so that this doesn’t happen to another 
innocent person.” 

Danetria Hutson, 15, a classmate who held 
Hadiya in her arms after she was shot, said she 
and others who witnessed the shooting have 
had nightmares. 

‘A lot of us were actually paranoid because 
the guys were still out there,” Hutson said in 
a telephone interview. “They knew where we 
went to school.” 

McCarthy said that two days before the 
murder, police had stopped Ward in his Nis- 
san Sentra as part of a routine gang investiga- 
tion. That information wound up being the 
starting point for detectives when witnesses 
in the shooting described seeing a similar car 
driving away from the scene, he said.

Hadiya was fatally shot about a mile 
north of the president’s Kenwood 
home a little more than a week after the 
King College Prep honor student per- 
formed with the band near Washington 
during inauguration festivities.

It also came on the heels of a homicide 
total last year that was the highest since 
2008 and the second highest since 2003 .

Miss, begins cleanup 


D Emergency officials in seven Mis- 
sissippi counties were dealing with 
widespread damage Monday after a swarm of 
storms swept through the area Sunday eve- 
ning, injuring dozens of people. No deaths 
were reported. 

Two people in Lamar County were critical- 
ly hurt, the Mississippi Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency said. 

A tornado struck Hattiesburg, a southern 
Mississippi city that straddles Lamar and For- 
rest counties. 

Hattiesburg Mayor Johnny DuPree re- 
ported major damage to some structures. “If 
there is a good thing about this, {it’s that the 
storms] happened on a Sunday when most of 
these structures were vacant,” he said. 

Tornado sirens were activated 20 to 30 
minutes before the twister touched down, 
DuPree said. 

“I think that was enough for people to find 
shelter, to go to a place in their house that was 
safe,” he said. 

Several homes were destroyed in Marion 
County, and numerous structures— including 
businesses and public buildings — sustained 
“significant damage,” the state emergency 
management agency said. 

As of Monday morning, 4,000 power cus- 
tomers were without electricity, down from 
the approximately 14,000 who had lost pow- 
er, Mississippi Power spokesman Mark Davis 
said. 

Mississippi Gov Phil Bryant declared a state 
of emergency for the affected counties. The

declaration means state resources and assets 
can be used to support local response efforts. 
Some 63 people were treated at area hospitals, 
most of them for minor injuries, he said.

The University of Southern Mississippi 
suffered damage to several buildings, but 
there were no reports of injuries there.

LOS ANGELES Strutting the stage in her white 
tuxedo jacket, shorts and sparkling top hat, 
Taylor Swift opened Sunda/s Grammy Awards 
with a live performance of her current hit, “We 
Are Never Ever Getting Back Together.” 

Inside the auditorium, the singer’s perfor- 
mance earned loud applause. But to the Twit- 
terverse watching at home, the pop and coun- 
try superstar sang a little bit flat. 

Swift was dancing in the footsteps of 
countless artists who have performed live on 
music’s biggest night. Unlike Beyonce at Pres- 
ident Obama’s inauguration last month. Swift 
had no choice: She had to sing live and take 
her chances. 

That’s because the Grammys have a zero- 
tolerance policy for lip-syncing, requiring all 
performances be live. 

“Since Milli Vanilli, the mandate has been 
made absolutely unequivocally,” said Michael 
Abbott, the audio director who has helped 
coordinate the show’s live performances for 
more than 20 years. “The Grammys only have 
live performances, no questions about it.” 

Grammy officials say the no lip-syncing 
edict came after pop and dance group Milli 


Vanilli was stripped of its 1990 best new art- 
ist award when the duo admitted that they did 
not use their actual voices on their album or in 
performances. 

Abbott acknowledges that the insistence 
that all of its live acts are 100 percent live 
hasn’t quieted skepticism. 

After Chris Brown’s acrobatic dance per- 
formance at last year’s Grammys, many won- 
dered how he could possibly pull off those 
moves while singing on key 

Though the Grammys allow performers to 
use some special sound effects and track aug- 
mentation during their performances, Abbott 
insists viewers are hearing their actual voices 
and instruments. 

As performances continue to become more 
elaborate, artists face new challenges to en- 
sure the quality of their sounds, said liana 
Martin, a voice coach who has worked with 
artists such as P. Diddy and Alicia Keys. 

Martin said the ideal physical setup for a vo- 
cal performance is standing at a microphone, 
like Carrie Underwood did while performing 
her songs “Blown Away” and “Two Black Ca- 
dillacs” at Sunday night’s show 

Artists known for their moves, such as 


Usher and Pink, are known to practice singing 
while running or jumping on trampolines to 
master singing while their bodies are bounc- 
ing, Martin said. 

During his performance with rapper Wiz 
Khalifa at Sunday’s Grammys, R&B singer 


Miguel sang while dashing down the aisle of 
the audience— and his crooning on ‘Adorn” 
didn’t falter. 

“If you’ve got the fire in your belly and sing 
with your whole spirit,” Martin said, “you’re 
going to rock the performance.”
